CONSTRUCTION  of  the  multi-million-dollar  inn, 
described  by  its  builder,  John  \V.  Galbreath,  '20,  as 
"second  to  none  in  the  nation,"'  is  scheduled  to  begin  in 
the  Spring  of  1963.  Built  to  ser\e  the  needs  of  the  University, 
the  city  and  the  surrounding  area,  the  inn  will  be  located 
on  a  six-acre  plot  of  land  about  four  blocks  south  of  the 
main  campus.  The  inn  will  contain  approximately  150  sleep- 
ing rooms,  a  ballroom,  seminar  and  conference  rooms,  a 
swimming  pool,  and  several  dining  rooms.  A  target  date  for 
completion  has  been  set  for  the  Spring  of  1964.  Six  years 
ago,  Galbreath,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Ohio  University  Fund,  Inc.,  do- 
nated a  $250,000  interdenominational  chapel  to  the  Uni- 
versity in  memory  of  his  first  wife,  Helen  Mauck  Galbreath, 
who  died  in  1946.  Last  year  he  presented  the  University  with 
a  $75,000  full  four-keyboard  organ  for  Memorial  .Audi- 
torium. 

THE  STATE  OF  OHIO  honored  the  late  Dr.  Clarence 
Lorenzo  Dow,  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Geography 
and  Geology  and  instrumental  in  establishing  the  Ohio  De- 
partment of  Natural  Resources,  with  the  dedication  of  Dow 
Lake.  Dr.  Dow  had  been  on  leave  of  absence  from  the 
University  in  1955  for  a  Fulbright  Lectureship  in  Japan.  He 
passed  away  enroute  home.  Dow  Lake  is  located  five  miles 
east  of  Athens  and  is  a  part  of  Stroud's  Run  State  Park. 
Students  of  Dr.  Dow  in  Japan  collected  a  purse  in  his  honor 
and  used  it  to  acquire  the  plaque  which  marks  the  lake. 
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ALSO  COMMEMORATED  was  Benjamin  Tupper.  a 
member  of  Ohio  University's  first  Board  of  Trustees,  with 
the  renaming  of  the  old  Fine  Arts  building  to  Benjamin 
Tupper  Hall.  Tupper  Hall  houses  the  offices  of  the  C^ollege 
of  Arts  and  Sciences. 

T\\  O  THEATRICAL  productions.  Mozart's  "The  Mar- 
riage of  Figaro,"  and  Shakespeare's  "Twelfth  Night.''  high- 
lighted activities  in  Memorial  Auditorium.  "The  Marriage 
of  Figaro"'  was  presented  by  the  New  York  City  Opera 
Company  under  the  direction  of  conductor  Julius  Rudel. 
"Twelfth  Night,"  a  comedy  involving  mistaken  identity  and 
false  notions  of  love,  was  presented  by  the  Canadian  Players 
of  Stratford  Ontario.

As  pro- 
ject supervisor  of  the  program  being 
carried  out  by  the  University,  Dr.  Fair- 
field is  meeting  \vith  vokmteers  who 
trained  on  the  Ohio  campus  this  summer. 
The  group  has  been  in  the  West  Cam- 
eroon since  early  September.  Dr.  H. 
R.  SiLardson,  professor  of  English,  re- 
cently had  his  book,  "Poetry  and  the  Fountain  of  Light," 
published  by  the  University  of  Missouri  Press.  The  book, 
a  literary'  criticism  that  is  an  extension  of  his  doctoral  thesis, 
was  also  published  in  England  by  Allen  and  Unwin,  Lon- 
don.

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q^HE  CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  very  explicitly 
guarantees  the  right  of  free  speech  to  all  citizens.  It  is  a  very  precious 
principle  in  a  truly  free  society.  It  is  a  profound  part  of  our  heritage.  Many 
\vise  and  courageous  Americans  have  fought  strenuously  to  establish  and  to  pre- 
seive  this  right  of  free  speech. 

A  warning — such  freedom  is  NOT  a  free  gift.  It  is  NOT  a  right  to  be  taken 
lightly.  It  must  be  won;  it  must  be  fought  for.  It  carries  with  it  sober  responsi- 
bilities— the  responsibility  of  honest  inquiry  and  dispassionate  judgement.  It  de- 
mands that  citizens  examine  an  idea  \vith  depth  and  perception.  To  deserve 
the  right  of  free  speech,  a  person  must  be  able  to  recognize  the  superficial,  the 
ill-founded,  and  the  deceptive. 

At  Ohio  University,  we  believe  that  freedom  of  inquiry  and  discussion  is 
essential  to  a  student's  educational  development.  We  recognize  the  right  of  our 
students  to  engage  in  free  discus.sion,  to  hear  speakers  of  their  choice,  and  to 
speak  and  write  \vithout  fear  of  administrative  action. 

When  recognized  student  groups  consult  with  their  faculty  advisors  and  in- 
vite a  speaker  to  appear  on  the  Ohio  University  campus,  I  shall  defend  their  de- 
cision and  their  basic  right  to  hear  the  speaker  of  their  choice.  I  have  con- 
fidence in  our  students.  I  believe  that  they  are  mature  enough  to  recognize  their 
responsibilities  to  other  individuals,  to  the  University,  and  to  the  community.  I 
feel  certain  that  they  will  conduct  their  meetings  with  dignity  and  with  sincere 
educational  objectives  in  mind. 

I  believe  it  would  be  a  disservice  to  our  students  and  a  rebuke  to  the  in- 
telligence and  maturity  of  our  community  if,  as  president  of  a  respected  uni- 
versity, I  did  not  defend  the  right  of  student  organizations  to  invite  speakers 
of  their  choice.  A  university  cannot  proclaim  its  belief  in  the  concept  of  freedom 
of  expression,  and  then  deny  individuals  with  whom  it  disagrees  a  chance  to  ex- 
press their  views. 

Some  people  may  fear  that  this  posture  could  expose  our  students  to  danger- 
ous manipulators  and  radical  demagogues  and  that  they  would  be  persuaded  to 
join  cau.ses  disloyal  to  the  United  States.  We  disagree  because  we  have  deep  faith 
that  our  students  have  the  ability  to  challenge  effectively  unsound  principles  and 
deceptive  ideologies.  Furthermore,  exposure  to  various  streams  of  thought  and 
experience  in  testing  ideas  and  debating  issues  will  reinforce  confidence  in  the 
values  which  have  preserved  freedom  in  America. 

It  should  be  made  clear  that  the  appearance  of  a  speaker  on  our  campus 
does  not  represent  our  endorsement  of  that  individual  or  his  views.  Obviously, 
if  I  as  president  permit  some  speakers  to  express  their  views  on  campus  and  de- 
nied the  right  to  others  w  ho  have  been  invited,  I  would  appear  to  be  placing  the 
University  in  the  position  of  endorsing  those  speakers  \vho  are  given  permission 
to  .speak. 

The  genius  of  free  men  has  made  our  society  the  greatest  known  to  recorded 
history.  The  right  of  free  speech  has  been  an  essential  part  of  this  greatness.  We 
cannot  for  a  moment  in  our  educational  institutions  give  students  cause  to  believe 
that  we  fear  exposure  to  alien  ideas.  Any  individual  with  a  deep  and  abiding  faith 
in  freedom  is  not  afraid  to  test  his  ideas  and  his  beliefs  against  others.

•CO  ENTER  THAT  DAILY  thou  mayest  grow  .  .  .  "• 
^  This  inscription  on  our  main  campus  gate  suggests  the 
purpose  of  our  University.  This  fall  Ohio  University  re- 
ceived some  3,000  teen-age  high  school  graduates  who  were 
on  the  threshhold  of  one  of  the  great  periods  of  growth  in 
their  lives.  The  University  accepted  responsibility  for  guid- 
ing the  growth  of  these  students  to  the  best  interests  of  them- 
selves and  of  society.  Opportunities  for  spiritual,  physical 
and  social  growth  are  provided  in  abundance,  but  none  of 
these  are  properly  the  central  point  in  their  University  ex- 
perience. The  "reason  for  being"  of  a  University  is  in  the 
challenge  it  provides  to  the  intellectual  growth  of  the  stu- 
dent.

properly  become  the  center  of  student  life.  To  use  the  words 
of  one  of  our  former  Presidents,  the  "miracle  of  the  class- 
room" must  take  place  if  we  are  to  do  our  duty  by  our 
students.  The  aim  of  our  University  life  must  be  to  com- 
municate meaningful  experiences  in  tenns  of  expanding 
horizons,  raised  sights  and  stimulating  new  ideas  and  fields 
of  thought  in  our  students.  And  how  better  can  we  supple- 
ment their  classroom  experiences  and  their  reading  than 
to  bring  students  in  contact  with  men  and  women  who  are 
not  only  experts  in  their  fields  but  who  have  inspired  their 
generation  by  their  accomplishments  and  character? 

By  way  of  illustration,  many  of  our  alumni  will  recall 
the  distinguished  service  to  the  United  Nations  which  was 
one  of  the  se\'eral  important  accomplishments  of  our  im- 
mediate past  president,  John  C.  Baker.  Through  his  personal 
contacts,  students  had  the  privilege  of  hearing  and  in  many 
cases  meeting,  some  of  the  most  distinguished  world  figures 
of  our  day.  No  one  who  saw  him  will  forget  the  appearance 
of  Secretary-General  Dag  Hammarskjold  in  one  of  his  great 
policy  addresses,  challenging  Woodrow  Wilson's  dictum  of 
"open  covenants  openly  arrived  at"  by  pointing  out  the 
need  for  "private  diplomacy"  in  the  delicate  negotiations 
preceding  international  agreements.  As  one  student  remark- 
ed to  me  on  reading  of  the  tragic  death  of  Dag  Ham- 
marskjold, "I  almost  feel  like  I  was  losing  a  personal  friend." 
Under-Secretary  Ralph  Bunche  presented  a  brilliant  ex- 
position of  the  operations  of  the  United  Nations  in  action 
soon  after  he  had  returned  from  his  position  as  the  United 
Nations  representative  in  charge  of  its  initial  military  oper- 
ations in  the  Congo.  Later  in  the  1959-60  school  year  we 
had  an  extended  visit  from  Sir  Leslie  Munro,  Australia's 
representative  to  the  United  Nations  Assembly  and  former 
President  of  that  body,  and  still  head  of  the  committee 
which   is  wrestling  with   the   thorny  problem   of  Hungary. 
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ON  FEBRUARY  5.  1958.  Dag 
Hammarskjoid  gave  his  historic 
address  on  prlvafe  diplomacy  In 
Memorial  Auditorium.  The  ad- 
dress, given  before  an  overflow 
audience,  introduced  an  impor- 
tant new  concept  into  inter- 
national relations.  Mr.  Hammar- 
skjoid, secretary-general  of  the 
United  Nations  from  1953  to 
196).  died  In  a  plane  crash  on 
September   19.    1961.   in   Rhodesia. 


Long  before  he  became  Acting  Secretary-General  of  the 
United  Nations,  U  Thant  spoke  at  Ohio  University  on  his 
native  country  of  Burma  and  on  the  problems  and  aspir- 
ations of  all  Southeastern  Asian  countries.  Not  only  did 
students  have  the  opportunity  to  learn  about  the  functions 
of  the  United  Nations  through  these  world  leaders,  but  in 
each  case  many  students  had  the  opportunity  to  meet  and 
talk  personally  with  these  men  of  great  character  and 
achievement. 

Again  in  the  field  of  world  affairs,  Hanson  Baldwin, 
Militar)'  Editor  of  the  New  York  TIMES,  presented  an 
infonned  summary  of  the  world  situation  as  it  concerns 
the  balance  of  power  between  the  United  States  and  other 
nations  and  blocks  of  nations.  Norman  Thomas,  that  ever- 
youthful  maverick  now  in  his  70's  visited  the  campus  to 
discuss  national  and  world  problems  with  which  he  is  so 
familiar,  with  his  usual  brilliant  and  penetrating  comments. 


And  what  can  one  say  about  Robert  Frost,  who  came  to  us 
three  years  ago  and  will  visit  us  again  this  spring?  As  the 
book  editor  of  the  New  York  TIMES  wrote,  "It  is  our 
duty  to  read  other  illustrious  poets;  it  is  our  pleasure  to 
read  Robert  Frost."  By  his  ruggedly  independent  mind,  the 
force  of  his  personality  and  the  genius  of  his  poetry,  Mr. 
Frost  brought  to  our  students  an  insight  into  a  great  man's 
way  of  life.  His  meeting  informally  with  several  groups  of 
students  provided  an  extra  dividend  to  his  stimulating  visit. 
One  could  go  on  to  enumerate  authors  such  as  Kath- 
erine  Drinker  Bowen,  leaders  of  public  affairs  such  as  New 
York  Park  Commissioner  Robert  Moses  and  Robert  Weaver, 
Administrator  of  the  National  Housing  Agency,  actors  in- 
cluding Charles  Laughton  and  Vincent  Price,  as  well  as 
scientists,  philosphers,  political  figures  and  scholars,  who 
have  visited  us  and  impressed  us  with  their  erudition  and 
their   personalities.    The   past    list    of   distinguished   visitors 


ROBERT  FROST,  truly  one  of  America's  best-loved  poets,  will  return  to  the  Ohio  University  this  spring.  His  stimulating 
visit  three  years  ago  brought  to  Ohio  students  an  insight  into  a  great  man's  way  of  life.  The  genius  of  his  poetry  and  the 
force    of    his    personality    ore    known    throughout   the    world. 


Such  experiences  bring  to  our  students  an  increasing  aware- 
ness of  the  world  in  which  they  will  soon  be  taking  an  active 
part,  and  make  them  acutely  aware  of  our  neighborly  globe 
upon  which  President  Kennedy  commented  in  his  "Declar- 
ation  of   Inter-dependence"    last  July  4. 

Turning  from  international  affairs  for  the  moment, 
James  Conant  of  Harvard  University,  and  author  Pearl 
Buck  brought  their  keen  observations  on  problems  of  na- 
tional import.  Hal  Holbrook,  impersonator  of  Mark  Twain, 
re-created  that  great  literary  figure  in  presenting  to  us  the 
life  and  times  of  this  famous  wit,  philosopher  and  author.

lectures  on  "Major  Issues  in  American  Life"  which  are 
being  presented  at  Ohio  University  this  year  and  are  de- 
scribed in  another  article  in  this  issue  of  the  ALUMNUS 
MAGAZINE.

the  author  who  writes  them  is  quite  a  different  matter. 
Alfred  North  Whitehead  has  written:  "Culture  is  activity 
of  thought,  and  receptiveness  to  beauty  and  human  feel- 
ing .  .  .  what  we  should  aim  at  producing  in  men  who 
possess  culture  and  knowledge  in  some  specialized  directions. 
Their  specialized  knowledge  will  give  them  the  ground  to 
start  from,  and  their  culture  will  take  them  as  deep  as 
philosophy  and  as  high  as  art."  Here  is  a  noble  aim  indeed, 
the  justification  for  the  1961  presentation  of  Archibald 
McLeish's  "J.B." — sharpening  our  students'  "receptiveness 
to  beauty  and  humane  feelin,g"  in  this  atomic  age.  The 
recent  Judith  Anderson  production  of  "Medea"  and  two 
evenings  of  Shakespeare,  one  of  them  with  the  incomparable 
Helen  Hayes,  stimulated  "activity  of  thought"  on  the  high- 
est level. 

All  of  these  guests  and  many  others  would  be  of  im- 
portance if  they  did  nothing  more  than  serve  as  dramatic 
illustrations   of   the   stimulating   intellectual    atmosphere    at 


Ohio  University.  Even  if  the  imaginations  of  our  students 
were  stirred  only  while  under  the  spell  of  these  great  per- 
sonalities their  visits  would  leave  their  mark  in  their  indi- 
vidual lives.  We  have  ample  evidence  however,  that  such 
visits  serve  a  much  higher  purpose.  It  is  my  belief  that 
these  visits  at  their  best  are  only  a  landmark,  albeit  an  im- 
portant one,  in  the  long  journey  of  self-education  which 
will  be  a  continuing  one  for  a  lifetime  ahead.  Surely  the 
student  who  said  "the  death  of  Dag  Hammarskjold  seems 
like  losing  a  personal  friend"  will  read  newspapers,  maga- 
zines and  books  dealing  with  international  affairs  with  much 
more  interest  and  understanding  for  having  been  exposed 
to  that  great  leader  of  international  thought.  Is  it  too  much 
to  hope  that  some  of  our  more  gifted  students  who  were 
privileged  to  come  in  personal  contact  with  these  men  on 
their  visits  to  our  campus,  will  themselves  become  dedicated 
sei^vants  of  our  country  and  the  world  as  they  rise  to  posi- 
tions of  prominence  in  their  chosen  fields? 
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Major   Issues   In   American   Life 


Through  a  grant  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edwin  L.  Kennedy, 
seven  distinguished   lecturers  in  various  fields 
of   education   will   address  students   this  year. 


Ai'ARGARET  MEAD,  Arnold  Toynbee,  William  O. 
Douglas,  Charles  Frankel,  Robert  Kenneth  Carr, 
Harold  Taylor  and  Oscar  Handlin  are  more  than  just 
names  associated  with  textbooks,  magazine  articles  and 
news  clippings.  They  could,  perhaps,  be  called  the  heart- 
beat of  our  changing  world;  a  world  nutured  by  motiva- 
tion, conviction,  challenge  and  response.  Their  provoca- 
tive dedication  to  change  is  comparable  only  to  the  rapid 
strides   being  made   today   in   the   civilized   world. 

This  year,  through  a  grant  made  to  the  Ohio  Univer- 
sity Fund,  Inc.,  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edwin  L.  Kennedy,  these 
seven  well-known  lecturers,  authors  and  educators  are 
addressing  Ohio  University  students  as  an  integral  part  of 
the  social  science  course,  Citizenship  in  the  Modern    World. 

Taught  upon  the  assumption  that  change  is  a  constant 
]3henomenon  of  the  present  era,  the  course  itself  has  under- 
gone many  changes  during  the  past  decade.  Consistent  with 
the  experimental  attitude  employed  during  the  1950's  the 
professors  now  teaching  this  sequence  welcome  the  infusion 
of  new  ideas  by  the  speakers  in  this  lecture  series.  The  pres- 
ence of  such  a  distinguished  group  of  thinkers  should  add 
immeasureably  to  the  intellectual  ferment  which  is  so  central 
in  the  life  of  any  university. 

Dr.  Roy  P.  Fairfield,  associate  professor  of  Govern- 
ment, is  the  coordinator  of  the  Citizenship  course.  Through 
his  efforts  the  seven  educators  were  contacted  early  this  year 
and  contracted  to  appear  as  part  of  the  lecture  series. 

The  Edwin  and  Ruth  Kennedy  Lectures  on  Major 
Issues  in  American  Life  are  the  first  of  a  series  of  lectures 
made  possible  by  the  grant  of  the  two  thoughtful  Ohio  Uni- 
versity alumni.  Mr.  Kennedy,  a  1926  graduate  and  partner 
in  Lehman  Brothers  of  New  York  City,  serves  on  the  Uni- 
versity Board  of  Trustees  and  as  President  of  the  Ohio  Uni- 
versity Fund,  Inc.,  through  which  the  lecture  series  is  ad- 
ministered. Mrs.  Kennedy  is  the  former  Ruth  Zimmerman, 
a  member  of  the  Class  of  1930.  The  John  C.  Baker  Fund 
which  they  have  established  at  the  University  makes  possible 


the    Distinguished    Professorship    Awards    and    the    Faculty 
Research  Grants. 

Two  of  the  lectures  have  already  been  presented.  On 
October  4  Charles  Frankel  spoke  on  The  Case  jar  Modern 
Man  before  a  capacity  audience  in  Memorial  Auditorium. 
A  Carnegie  Research  Professor  of  Philosophy  at  Columbia 
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University,  Dr.  Frankel  is  an  energetic  humanist  who  be- 
lieves in  survival,  progress  and  fulfillment  of  man.  He  has 
been  a  Lecturer  and  Research  Professor  at  the  University 
of  Paris  and  the  University  of  Dublin.  Among  his  published 
works  are  nine  books  and  many  articles  in  the  New  York 
Times  Magazine,  Harper's,  The  Saturday  Review,  Antioch 
Review  and  others.  This  year  he  has  been  traveling  exten- 
sively to  confer  with  American  scholars  on  a  project  con- 
cerned with  the  development  of  democracy  in  transitional 
societies. 

ROBERT  KENNETH  CARR,  President  of  Oberlin 
College  since  1960,  appeared  on  the  Memorial  Auditorium 
stage  November  27.  His  address  was  entitled  Civil  Liberties  in 
the  United  States.  Prior  to  assuming  the  presidency  of  Ober- 
lin College,  Dr.  Carr  was  a  member  of  the  Dartmouth  Col- 
lege faculty,  serving  as  Joel  Parker  Professor  of  Law  and 
Political  Science  from  1937  to  1948,  and  as  Director  of 
Dartmouth's  Great  Issues  course  in  1958.  In  1947,  Dr.  Carr 
became  Executive  Secretary  to  President  Truman's  Com- 
mittee on  Civil  Rights  and,  as  head  of  the  Committee's  staff, 
made  important  contributions  to  its  report  To  Secure  These 
Rights. 

MARGARET  MEAD,  whose  name  has  become  syn- 
onymous with  anthropology  in  the  United  States,  will  pre- 
sent The  Evolution  of  American  Character  January  10. 
Associate  Curator  of  Ethnolog)-  at  the  American  Museum  of 
Natural  Histoiy,  New  York,  Dr.  Mead  is  a  specialist  in  edu- 
cation and  culture,  the  relationship  between  character  struc- 
ture and  social  forms,  personality  and  culture,  cultural 
aspects  of  problems  of  nutrition,  mental  health,  family  life, 
cross-national  relations,  national  character,  and  cultural 
change.  She  has  spent  many  years  living  among  various 
South  Seas  peoples,  and  has  learned  to  use  several  primitive 
languages.  At  present  she  is  working  on  changing  concep- 
tions of  time  and  space. 

HAROLD  TAYLOR,  one  of  the  most  proxocative  and 
original  thinkers  in  the  field  of  American  education,  will 
address  Ohio  students  February  7.  Dr.  Taylor  first  came 
to  national  prominence  in  1945  when  he  was  appointed  to 
the  presidency  of  Sarah  Lawrence  College  at  the  age  of 
30.  The  author  of  more  than  200  articles  on  philosophy 
and  education,  he  became  interested  in  experimental  educa- 
tion  and   in   the  modern   educational  ideas  while   teaching 


philosophy  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin  from  1939  to 
1945.  He  retired  in  August,  1959,  to  devote  himself  once 
more  to  teaching  and  writing,  and  to  ser\e  as  Chainnan 
of  the  Committee  on  Peace  Research,  an  organization  com- 
posed of  six  leading  scientists.  He  will  speak  on  Peace  and 
li'ar  and  the  Intellectuals. 

OSCAR  HANDLIN  is  considered  one  of  the  most  in- 
fluential teachers  at  Harvard  University,  where  he  has  been 
a  member  of  the  facidty  for  twenty  years.  Professor  Hand- 
lin  has  devoted  his  attention  to  the  social  history  of  the 
LTnited  States.  In  his  books  he  has  examined  various  groups 
and  regions  that  make  up  the  country,  problems  of  histori- 
cal interpretation,  and  important  aspects  of  the  relation- 
ship between  government  and  the  economy.  He  is  one  of 
the  editors  of  the  Harvard  Guide  to  American  History 
and  is  editor  of  the  Library  of  American  Biography,  eighteen 
volumes  of  which  already  have  appeared.  He  will  s]3eak 
March   5   on    Minority   Groups  in   American   Society. 

ARNOLD  TOYNBEE  is  probably  the  world's  best- 
known  historian.  His  theory,  advanced  in  the  best-selling 
A  Study  of  History,  is  that  civilizations  are  shaped  by  chal- 
lenge and  response:  leadership  by  a  creative  minority  con- 
tributes to  their  success.  Professor  Toynbee  letired  in  1955 
as  Director  of  Studies  in  the  Royal  Institute  of  International 
Affairs  and  Research  Professor  of  International  History  in 
the  University  of  London.  His  newest  book  is  Reconsidera- 
tions, the  twelfth  volume  of  the  famous  A  Study  of  History. 
The  first  three  volumes  appeared  in  1934.  His  address. 
Civilization   On   Trial,  will  be  presented  May  3. 

WILLIAM  O.  DOUGLAS  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  since  1939.  A  fonner 
member  of  the  faculty  of  the  Columbia  Law  School,  he  had 
established  himself  as  a  leading  authority  on  corporation 
finance  and  bankruptcy  and  conducted  various  studies  for 
the  Government  before  being  nominated  by  President 
Roosevelt  to  the  highest  court  in  the  land.  Mr.  Justice  Dou- 
glas is  author  of  18  books,  the  latest  of  which.  Democracy's 
Manifesto,  was  published  this  year.  He  has  distinguished 
himself  as  a  keen  observer  of  other  nations,  as  well  as  an 
interpreter  of  U.  S.  Law.  Among  his  books  are  several  deal- 
ing with  people  and  mountains  of  Asian  countries.  He  will 
speak  May  7  on  Current  Trends  in  Court  Decisions.

Ohio's   'College   Bowl'   Team 


/^HIO  UNIVERSITY  has  been  selected  to  participate  in 
^^  two  Bowl  games  this  month,  but  only  one  will  have 
any  bearing  on  its  national  ranking  in  football. 

The  first  contest  is  Sunday,  December  16,  in  New 
York  City.  The  game:  G.  E.  College  Bowl,  televised  na- 
tionally from  CBS  network  studios.  Four  outstanding  stu- 
dents survived  rigid  elimination  competition  on  the  campus 
to  become  Ohio's  team  in  the  inter-collegiate  game,  designed 
to  test  the  ability  of  college  men  and  women  to  recall  facts. 

The  four  members  of  the  team  are: 

David  G.  Orr,  a  junior  from  Youngstown,  Ohio,  who  is 
majoring  in  history  and  government.  He  holds  an  upper- 
class  scholarship  awarded  by  the  Ohio  University  Fund, 
Inc.,  and  is  an  officer  in  Delta  Upsilon,  social  fraternity 
which  won  a  campus  radio  contest  modeled  after  the  Col- 
lege Bowl. 

Jon  Miller,  a  senior  government  major  from  Ports- 
mouth, Ohio,  attends  Ohio  University  on  a  Williams  Manu- 
facturing Co.   scholarship.   He  is  a  member  of  the  varsity 


debate  team,  dormitory  council  and  court,  Arnold  Air 
Society,  and  president  of  the  Young  Democrats  Club. 

Steve  Estrin,  a  married  student  from  Cleveland,  is  a 
.senior  architecture  major.  A  top  student,  he  also  will  receive 
a  degree  in  Sociology  when  he  graduates  in  June. 

Also  a  married  student,  George  Murphy,  Athens,  is  a 
junior  physics  major.  He  is  an  officer  in  the  Physics  Club,  a 
member  of  Phi  Eta  Sigma,  Gamma  Delta,  Arnold  Air 
Society,  and  the  Young  Republicans  Club. 

The  Ohio  team  will  meet  representatives  from  another 
University,  unnamed  at  press  time,  with  the  winner  return- 
ing the  following  week.  Questions  are  drawn  from  such  fields 
as  American  and  European  literature,  American  and  Euro- 
pean history,  philosophy,  science,  current  events,  music, 
mythology  and  The  Bible.  Ohio  was  scheduled  to  compete  in 
June,  but  a  Network  pre-emption  brought  about  the  post- 
ponement.

Newest  Venture  Into  Space 


"D  ICHARD  SHETLER  has  been  a  part  of  many  ini- 
portant  General  Electric  projects  since  his  graduation 
from  Ohio  University  in  1943,  but  none  have  had  the  magni- 
tude as  his  recent  appointment  as  General  Manager  of  the 
company's  newly  created  Command  Systems  Division  in 
Daytona  Beach,  Fla. 

In  his  new  post,  the  Ohio  graduate's  prime  concern 
will  be  the. Apollo  Support  Department  for  the  U.S.  man- 
ned lunar  mission — commonly  known  as  the  Apollo  project. 
General  Electric's  part  in  the  project  is  basically  simple:  to 
make  sure  it  works. 


RICHARD  SHETLER'S  newest  appointment  takes  him  to  Daytona  Beach, 
Fla.,  where  he  will  head  General  Electric's  Command  Systems  Division. 
More  than  just  an  engineer,  Shetler  takes  an  active  part  in  community 
projects  and  professional  and  social  organizations.  He  was  graduated 
from  Ohio  University  in  1943,  completing  the  four-year  engineering 
course   in   three   years. 
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Shetler,  who  is  an  advisor  to  Ohio  University's  School 
of  Engineering,  calls  Apollo  a  peaceful  project.  "It's  the 
kind  of  project  that  draws  dedicated  people.  It's  easy  to  get 
people  to  tackle  this  work.  People  are  proud  of  the  project : 
they  want  to  work  for  it;   they  have  enthusiasm.'" 

Along  with  his  work  in  Florida,  Shetler  will  be  in 
charge  of  14,000  employees  located  in  Oklahoma  City, 
Lynchburg,  Va.,  and  Syracuse,  N.  Y.  The  Departments  in- 
clude the  Military  Communications  Department,  Communi- 
cations Products  Department,  and  the  Defense  Systems  De- 
partment. 

Two  of  Shetler's  tougher  assignments  included  the 
Ballistic  Missile  Early  Warning  System  (BMEWS)  in  1955, 
and  the  Atlas  Radio  Command  Guidance  System  in  1957. 
The  latter  project  has  and  is  still  being  used  to  guide  our 
country's  astronauts  into  orbit. 

Dick  Shetler  is  more  than  just  a  scientist.  The  Daytona 
Beach  Morning  Journal,  in  a  front  page  story,  heralded 
Shetler's  arrival  with  these  woi-ds:  "When  General  Electric 
sends  Dick  Shetler  somewhere,  it's  making  a  donation  to 
the  community's  cultural  and  social  welfare." 

Prior  to  his  being  named  General  Manager  of  GE's 
newest  space  venture,  Shetler  was  a  department  manager 
in  Syracuse,  N.  Y.  As  a  resident  of  that  eastern  city  he 
headed  the  fund  rasing  drive  for  a  new  community  hospital, 
the  city's  year-long  blood  drive,  and  GE's  Federated  Fund 
(much  like  the  United  Fund).  His  other  activities  included 
the  Museimi  of  Arts,  Masons,  and  the  Shrine,  with  which 
he  worked  with  the  circus  to  raise  funds  for  Syracuse's 
crippled  children. 

Not  neglecting  his  professional  duties,  the  Ohio  grad- 
uate holds  membership  in  the  American  Rocket  Society,  the 
Air  Force  Association,  the  American  Ordinance  Association, 
and   the   Institute  of  Radio  Engineers. 

Looking  ahead  to  the  future,  Shetler  predicts  no  letup 
in  our  country's  space  effort.  And,  he  says,  there  will  be 
other  projects  beyond  Project  Apollo. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Apollo  project,  Shetler  and 
General  Electric'  have  worked  out  a  plan  to  create  a  "space 
university"  in  the  Daytona  Beach  area.  "We  need  graduate 
level  training.  Fifty  percent  or  more  of  our  college  graduate 
personnel  are  taking  some  kind  of  advanced  courses." 

Shetler,  who  was  presented  the  Alumni  Association's 
Certificate  of  Merit  for  Science  in  1959,  is  married  to  the 
former  Edith  Jane  Bartlett,  '43.  The  Shetlers  have  two 
children,  a  boy  and  a  girl.

'T^HE  FINEST  FALL  sports  season  in  the  long  athletic 

history   of   Ohio   University   has   just   been   completed. 

It  produced  two  championship  teams,  one  near  cham- 
pionship, a  post-season  game  participant,  and  an  Ail-Ameri- 
can, Ohio's  13th. 

The  two  championships  were  the  first  in  the  school's 
history  in  the  respective  sports,  the  post-season  game  is  the 
first  in  football  and  the  Ail-American  the  first  in  cross  coun- 
try. 

Coach  Stan  Huntsman's  cross-country  team  actually 
won  three  championships.  They  were  the  All-Ohio,  the 
Mid-American  Conference  and  the  Central  Collegiate.  The 
latter  encompasses  most  of  the  Midwest  and  was  held  in 
Chicago.  The  NCAA  championship  eluded  Huntsman's 
boys  who  finished  6th,  highest  finish  ever  for  Ohio  in  this 
competition  nationally. 

Coach  John  McComb's  soccer  squad  won  the  cham- 
pionship of  the  Ohio  Collegiate  Soccer  Association.  It  is 
the  first  league  title  after  only  five  years  as  a  \arsity  sport. 
The  Mid-American  Conference  does  not  have  competi- 
tion in  soccer. 


Several  hours  after  completing  their  1962  season  with 
an  8-2  record,  Ohio's  football  team  was  invited  to  be  the 
visiting  team  for  the  Sun  Bowl  at  El  Paso,  Texas,  on  Decem- 
ber 31.  The  bid  was  tendered  by  the  Sun  Bowl  Committee 
to  Athletic  Director  Brandon  T.  "Butch"  Grover  at  Des 
Moines,  Iowa,  following  the  Bobcats'  31-22  defeat  at  the 
hands  of  Iowa  State.  Ohio  finished  second  to  Bowling  Green 
for  the  Mid-American  Conference  title. 

Accomplishments  of  the  cross  country'  team  unfortunately 
do  not  gain  the  recognition  of  football.  Because  of  the  nature 
of  the  sport,  fans  do  not  follow  it  as  they  do  others  where 
the  competition  is  confined  to  a  small  area. 

Most  cross-country  meets  are  run  over  a  four-mile 
course.  And  the  participants  have  to  have  more  stamina  and 
endurance  than  a  football  player.  Huntsman  had  his  boys 
up  at  the  crack  of  dawn  working  out.  By  the  time  the  after- 
noon practice  time  rolled  around  they  were  ready  for  an- 
other strenuous  workout  over  the  hills  of  Ohio's  cross-coun- 
try course. 

Huntsman  said  his  ace  and  captain,  Ray  Fleming,  some- 
times ran  as  much  as  17  miles  in  one  da\. 
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Fleming  was  the  team's  pacesetter  most  of  the  season 
and  emerged  as  the  All-Ohio  and  Mid-American  Confer- 
ence individual  champion.  He  missed  these  feats,  however, 
in  the  Central  Collegiate — finishing  second — and  the  NCAA. 

The  latter  race  was  a  grueling  ordeal  for  the  quiet- 
mannered  physics  major  from  Akron.  Having  been  slowed 
by  a  severe  chest  cold  the  preceding  week,  Fleming  was 
unable  to  finish  better  than  a  disappointing  51st  in  the 
national  lamoff. 

His  teammate,  Bill  Heller,  Tallmadge  junior,  however, 


won  this  9-4  and  took  the  championshij)  after  Ohio  Wcsleyan 
dumped    Oberlin. 

The  final  standing  showed  Ohio  with  a  7-2-1  overall 
record  and  6-1  in  the  league.  Teams  making  up  the  OCSA 
are  Denison,  Oberlin,  Akron,  Kenyon,  Ohio  Wesleyan,  Ohio 
State,  Fenn,  Hiram,  Wilmington,  Dayton,  Wooster  and 
Western  Reserve. 

To  climax  the  season,  two  Ohio  players  were  named 
first  team  All-Ohio.  These  were  goalie  Roger  Herthold. 
Sylvania  senior,  and  Rich  Gregor,  Amsterdam  senior,  a  full-

This  qualifies  him 
for  All- American  honors  as  the  top  15  in  the  race  achieve 
this  stature. 

Top  fi\e  runners  for  the  team  were  Fleming,  Heller,  Dar- 
nell Mitchell  (Cleveland).  Bob  Breyer  (Akron)  and  Mike 
Hirsch  (Akron).  All  but  Fleming  return  next  season. 

THE  SOCCER  SQUAD  showed  early  that  they  were 
going  to  be  a  team  to  be  reckoned  with  in  the  OCSA.  They 
tied  Pittsburgh  in  the  opener  and  after  a  forfeit  win  over 
Dayton,  downed  Oberlin,  one  of  the  league's  perennial  con- 
tenders. Ohio  Wesleyan,  Slippery  Rock  (Pa.),  Ohio  State 
and  Wilmington  provided  a  six-match  winning  streak  before 
the  first  defeat,  to  Kenyon,  1-0,  The  second  defeat  followed, 
by  Michigan  State.  4-0,  before  the  final  and  most  important 
clash  of  the  season,  with  defending  champion  Akron.  Ohio

Roberf   Moddocic    Reporter  or   Lawyer? 

TT  WOULDN'T  BE  the  least  bit  surprising  to  find  DONALD  C.  MAD- 
DOCK,  '44,  courthouse  reporter  for  the  Long  Beach.  Calif..  Independent, 
Press-Telegram,  writing  a  stoiy  about  the  activities  of  a  fledgling  attorney 
named  Donald  C.  Maddock. 

Unethical  as  it  may  seem,  reporter  Maddock  and  attorney  Maddock  are 
one  and  the  same.  However,  attorney  Maddock  will  not  be  reporter  Maddock 
for  long. 

The  seemingly  double-life  of  Don  Maddock  started  five  years  ago  when 
his  wife  listened  for  the  umpteenth  time  as  he  described  how  fascinated 
he  was  with  his  job.  "If  you  are  so  interested  in  the  law,"  she  said,  "why 
don't  you  try  it."  He  did. 

On  May  29  the  California  Committee  of  Bar  Examiners  announced 
that  Maddock  was  one  of  450  who  had  passed  the  spring  1962  exam.  He 
attended  the  University  of  Southern  California's  night  law  school  for  four 
years.  He  was  graduated  last  February. 

Recalling  his  wife's  question  on  that  night  in  1957,  Maddock  says,  "It 
had  never  dawned  on  me,  and  it  was  the  most  logical  thing  in  the  world." 
Now,  set  up  in  a  vacant  room  in  a  suite  in  a  downtown  Long  Beach  office 
building,  the  words  Donald  C.  Maddock,  Attorney  at  Law  grace  the  front 
of  the  office  door. 

"My  future  plans  depend  largely  on  the  success  of  this  current  venture," 
Maddock  says.  "I'm  hoping  to  build  up  a  clientele  sufficient  to  enable  me 
to  forego  the  comfort  of  a  guaranteed  weekly  paycheck  from  the  newspapers 
and  strike  out  full-time  as  an  attorney  dexoting  most  of  his  time  to  the  de- 
fense  of   persons   wrongfully   accused   of  crime."
